I hereby acknowledge the receipts from you of a collection of coins numbering 993 
pieces and having a face value of $2482.14 % according to your invoicing. I find that you have 
made a mistake against you sent in the sum of .50 in., which you will find in the quarter eagle 
silver from 1845 to 1870; and in the half dollar silver from 1794 to 1818, a dollar of 1799 was 
found instead of a half dollar of that date. This makes the value of coins received by me - 
$2483.14 4 you will please note this on the copy of invoice retained by you. I also found a gold 
dollar of 1852 in place of the dollar of 1857, which note. The coins were unpacked, examined 
and counted in the presences of Mr. Alfred W. Downing, Coiner, and Mr. C.A. McAter, Special 
Agent of the Treasury Department, who append a statement to this.
